BERLIN, Dec. 24--The Nazi 
press declared today that United 
States-German relations were at 
their “lowest point” as a result of 
the “Ickes incident,” which a prop- 
aganda ministry spokesman de- 
clared was closed diplomatically. 

The spokesman said Acting Sec- 
retary of State Sumner Welles “left 
a sting behind” when he rejected 
a German demand for an apology 
for Secretary of Interior Harold L. 
Ickes’ attack in Cleveland last Sun- 
day on Naxi anti-Semitic measures. 
The spokesman added that the pro- 


test was couched in such terms 
that diplomatic action ended with 
the American retort, 

The Berlin daily, Das 12 Uhr 
Blatt (the 12 Q’clock Paper) im- 
plied that relations. between. the 
Washington and Berlin -govern- 
ments had reached a state of sus-

in the American nation.” 

A four-point statement by Senator 
Pittman expressing disapproval of 
the German and Japanese govern- 
ments brought a sharp reply from. 
the officially-inspired comméntary 
service Deutscher Dienst. 

“Senator Pittman’s declaration 
constitutes a-carefully timed and 
brutal disturbance of the Christmas 
peace,” it said, 

“What cynical baseness and at 
the same time impudent smugness 
is apparent from these utterances 
by a man who as a committee 
chairman (Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions) occupies a position. of re- 
sponsibility, yet who acts with com- 
plete irresponsibility. 

“He didn’t ask the American peo- 
ple yet he considers himself au- 
thorized to insult a great European 
Power in such an unbelievable man- 
ner, 

“After all he must know he in- 
sults the German people -in its en- 
tirety and in all its strata when 
he arrogates to himself such an 
expression of opinion.” 

Ickes and Christmas Spirit.

I like to think 
that our achievement is in part due 
to our training in democratic pro- 
cedure and our tradition of the 
democratic forms of government. 

We recognize in the Declaration 
of Lima our determination to pre- 
sent a common front against any 
threats or activities from outside 
forces designed to impair the 
peace, security or territorial integ- 
rity of any country or to under- 
mine the Democratic institutions 
established in this hemisphere. We 
have declared that any such 
threats would be matters of com- 
mon concern to all of us and have 
expressed our determination to 
make solidarity effective, We have 
agreed to co-ordinate our respec- 
tive sovereign wills by the pro- 
cedure of consultation, each coun- 
try acting independently in its in- 
dividual capacity as an equal sov- 
ereign state. 

Beginning with the enunciation 
of the principle of solidarity in the 
anti-war pact, we have piece by 
piece built a structure of contine,- 
tal solidarity. We have stated in 
clear-cut language our determina- 
tion to maintain and defend our 
principles against any intervention 
or outside interference which may 
threaten us, and we have pledged 
ourselves to consult with one an- 
ether if confronted with such 
threats. We have taken this ac- 
tion in the recognition that Amer- 
ican institutions and the absolute 
sovereignty of each and every 
country is a necessity for all of 


us. 
Argentine Minister’s Views. 

An unprecedented feeling of soli- 
darity has been exhibited by the 
acts and utterances of each and 
every delegate, including the visit- 
ing Argentine Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, who echoed the views 
of all when he said: 

“American solidarity, gentlemen, 
is a fact that nobody can or will 
doubt. <All and each one of us is 
ready to sustain and prove this 
solidarity, in the face of any dan- 
ger which, from wherever source, 
might threaten the independence 
or sovereignty of any state of this 
part of the world. It ig not only 
the piece of land which we would 
defend in a sacred whnion. We are 
prepared to repel with the same 
tenacity, by means of concordant 
measures of a preventive charac- 
ter, or by combined direct action, 
any thing that implies a threat to 
the American order, any introduc- 
tion of men or ideas that reflect 
and tend to establish in our land 
and in our spirits ideas foreign to 
our idiosyncracies, ideals in opposi- 
tion to ours, regimes against our 
liberties, theories dangerous to the 
social and moral peace of our peo- 
ple, political fanaticisms and fetish- 
isms which cannot prosper under 
the skies’ of America.”

FUEL CELL RETARDS LEAKING 
OF PLANE'S GASOLINE TANK 


Military Aircraft Concern Patents 
“Inner Tubes” That Tend to 
Close Up When Punctured. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 24—The Glenn 
L. Martin Co., makers of military 
aircraft, announced tonight patents 
had been obtained for a fabric 
lined “fuel cell” impervious to or- 
dinary flying strains and which re- 
tards leakage in event of puncture. 

Tests which ordinarily destroy a 
gasoline tank’s usefulness within 
50 hours showed, officials said, “the 
Mareng fuel cell was still tri- 
umphantly fuel-tight at the end of 
700 hours.” 

The fuel cell was described as 
pversized “inner tubes” which “are 
installed in compartments in the 
structure of wings, fuselage or 
floats, the relieving the 
fabric from stretching, twisting or 
other flying strains.”

“Not only the bitter sadness in 
the heart of the old father for the 
mistreatment of his well-beloved 
Catholic Action but also real and 
serious preoceupations to the head 
of Catholicism and the custodian 
of morality and truth have inevi- 
tably been caused and would be 
inflicted to our Concordat, and es- 
pecially that which touches holy 
matrimony, which for every Cath- 
olic is to say everything.

Attribute to 


Supernatural Powers.

JONESVILLE, Va., Dec, 24.--The 
“ghostly” tremors that have been 
shaking the bed of little Bertha 
Sybert in the three-room cabin of 
her family on Powell Mountain here 
in the hill country of Lee County, 
Virginia, probably are just a device 
hit upon by the 9-year-old girl to 
attract the attention of her reig- 
tives and neighbors, said Dr. Axel 
Brett and Dr. George M. Haslerud? 
of the psychology department of 
the. University of Tennessee today. 

Certainly, the phenomenon. can 
be easily reproduced by any person, 


declared the two psychologists who 


had been sent to Jonesville by 
Science Service, an agency that sup- 
plies newspapers with scientific 
news, after a careful observation 
of the tremors. 

The investigation was undertaken 
after repeated reports had gone out 
from Jonesville that the child’s bed 
not only trembled, but left the 
floor and emited strange noises; 
that their chair moved her about 
her room without any effort on her 
part, and that ghostly hands had 
been seen. The girl's family—es- 
pecially her grandmother and her 
father—attributed these manifesta- 
tions to supernatural powers. Hun- 
dreds of curious. visitors were at- 
tracted to the home. 

Important Discrepancies. 


On arriving at the scene, Drs. 
Brett and Haselrud were impressed 
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first of all by the fact that most of 
the inhabitants of the region. did 
not take the claims seriously. And 
there were important discrepancies 
between published stories of the 
manifestations and the versions of 


some credence. Most important 
was the contention of. witnesses

The phenomena were first noticed 
about’ a month ago by Rebecca 
Sybert, the child’s 71-year-old 
grandmother, who shared her bed.

Suggests Three Ways.

1. Broadcasting stations, as 
part of the price of licénses, 
should be required to set aside 
an agreed amount of time for the 
discussion of public questions, 
with the stipulation that opposing 
points of view should be fairly 
represented, Local and perhaps 
national advisory committees 
should be set up to assist in see- 
ing that this provision is fairly 
‘carried out. 

2. No radio station, except per- 
haps in. election times, should be 
permitted to sell time on a com- 
mercial basis for the discussion 
of controversial issues. When 
time can be bought for such dis- 
cussion, as it is bought for other 
sorts of programs, Thomas con- 
tends an unfair advantage is re- 
ceived by the man or corporation 
or group “with the long pocket- 
book,” or by demagogues “who 
make passion and prejudice pay.” 
‘It is unfair, he added, to expect 
decent people to have to buy time 
to answer every attack that may 
be made. 

3. Radio broadcasting . stations 
should be exempt from prosecu- 
tion. for libel, and libel laws 
should be much more strictly ap- 
plied against speakers and their 
backers. Relieving stations from 
the application of the law of libel,

The Nazi Government has yielded to the ih- 
evitable and, through &@ Propaganda Ministry spokes- 
man, has stated that it considers Washington’s flat 
rejection of its protest over the Ickes speech a 
“closed incident.” It is the first time in the Hitler 
regime’s history that such submission in a foreign 
controversy has been made. The episode is not ac- 
cepted as a diplomatic defeat, however; with almost 
incredible cynicism, the Nazi spokesman explains 
away the backdown as a contribution to “the true 
Christmas spirit.” He adds the hypocritical state- 
ment: “We Nazis are regarded by many as heathen, 
yet I think we are better Christians than some 
other people.” 

This from a country where all organized religion 
is under fire, where official edict supplants the 
celebration of Christmas by pagan rites, where bar- 
barous persecutions flout the. whole spirit of the faith 
which a Reich spokesman now affects to honor! 

The kept German press joins in the distortion 
and suppression of facts which is chafacteristic of 
all Nazi pronouncements. “To accept its outpourings 
(as the German reader is of course expected to do) 
is to believe that Americans out of pure malice have 
launched fiendish attacks upon an innocent and un- 
offending Reich. There have been plenty 6f criticisms 
of Nazi tactics from these shores, but they have 
been mild as compared with the epithets rained 
upon American personages by Hitler's mouthpieces. 
Some of them have been of such vile character as 
to be barred from the columns of newspapers in 
this country.

Successful Strategist. 

He stood for all the social re- 
forms the Farmer-Laborites and tne 
New Deal had brought to Minne 
sota, but he stood for economy, too.

But there is one broad, general 
eourt in the land—that keeps sta- 
tion and network operators quakiug 
in their boots, scrutinizing advance 
copies of scripts with one eye on 
the public and the other on the 
chairman of the commission at 
Washington. The law charges the 
commission with seeing that 
licensees operate “in the § public 
interest, convenience and neces- 
sity,” and the commission is the 
sole judge as to whether terms of 
the contract are carried out.

On the subject of Government 
censorship by ifear, Thomas re- 
called that the Civil Liberties Union

“It is unnecessary to point out 
the obvious effect of FCC power ar- 
bitrarily to issue and revoke li- 
censes on their own construction 
of what is ‘in the public interest, 
convenience and necessity,’” Thom- 
as continued. “One of the most 
striking examples in radio history 
of the alarming power of the FCC 
was the Adam and Eve broadcast 
by Mae West. Aside from _ the 
point of good or bad taste, it will 
be recalled that immediately, in 
response to public comment, the 
FCC announced an inquiry. That 
inquiry could mean but one thing— 
to determine whether the stations 
broadcasting the program deserved 
to have licenses renewed at the 
end of a six-monh period. 

Radio’s Growing Influence. 

“More and more the influence of 
radio over public thought is mag- 
nified. If there were doubters that 
the spoken word is taken as seri- 
ously as the printed word, there is 
Orson Welles’ memorable account 
of the attack from Mars to bear 
witness. There is no end, appa- 
rently, to what the effective, dra- 
matic speaker can do with words, 
To listeners holding his viewpoint 
or convinced of its rightness, he is 
a brilliant orator; to the audience 
on the other side of the fence, he 
is a rabble rouser. The right to 
speak would be denied neither, 
within reasonable bounds. This con- 
jures up the difficult problem of 
who shall be permitted to speak on 
what. 

“Surely the problem of free 
speech on the air cannot be solved 
by letting everybody talk. Neither 
can it be solved by any practical 
division of air channels among sta- 
tions fairly representing different 
points of view and different inter- 
ests. There is no radio time avail- 
able to the private citizen to ex- 
press an opinion as in a letter to a 
newspaper. Almost any newspaper 
will publish an able letter but time 
must be carefully allotted on radio. 
On the other hand, to permit a kind 
of private censorship on the part 
of the companies of expression ‘of 
opinion in the name of the right of 
a station to edit its program, is 
dangerous, especially since every 
radio station has to live on adver- 
tising. 

“Ordinary broadcasting of views 
over the air should be without edi- 
torial opinion. I am inclined to 
think that commentators should be 
put on sustaining programs by the 
stations in the time allotted to pub- 
lic discussion, not hired by com- 
mercial concerns, There should be 
some reasonable balance in point 
of views presented. Commentators 
should not speak exclusively for 
any one station. Given American 
traditions as they now stand, I 
should be opposed to an exclusive 
Government controlled station even 
on the British order, to say nothing 
of the continental order in Europe.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS §_ 
INADEQUATE, SAYS A. F. L. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.-—The 
American Federation of Labor, in 
an editorial today in its weekly 
news service, declared that the un- 
employment benefits under the 
Social Security Act were ins Jjequ- 
ate. 

“The evident inadequacy .f the 
weekly compensation to prcevide 
jobless workers and their depend- 
ents with even the necessaries of 
life is disclosed,” the editoria! said, 
“in the information imparted by the 
Social Security Board (in its state- 
ment of payments through the [first 
10 months of the year) that ‘the 
average payment for total unem- 
ployment in the 24 states for which 
data are available for October was 
$11.31, and ranged from $5.78 in 
Mississippi to $13.39 in Michigan,’ 
and that ‘for partial unemp!oymient 
the average payment in the 16 
states for which data are avuilable 
was $5.06, ranging from $3.89 in 
Tennessee to $7.20 in Utah.” 

The wide variation in the amounts 
paid weekly by the 24 states opcrat- 
ing under the plan, says the edi- 
torial, indicates the “evident con- 
viction of the legislators that the 
unemployed and their dependents 
should be treated as a pauper 
class. ....” 


C. OF C.-PRESIDENT THINKS 
UPTURN IS IN PROGRESS 


George H. Davis Predicts Congress 
Will Modify, “Government Re- 
strictions” on Business. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—George 
H. Davis, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
predicted . today that Congress 
would modify “Government restric- 
tions” on business and called on 
everyone to make sacrifices if nec- 

to promote recovery. 

In a public statement on condi- 
tions at the year end, he said an 
upturn was in progress and that 
business activities were definitely 
better than at the end of 1937. 

“But we have to remember,” 
Davis added, “that if business im- 
provement continues only at its re- 
cent rate it will not for 12 full 
months us again to the level 
of the spring of 1937.” 

“In other words,” he said, “if 
more encouraging conditions for 
business activity cannot be brought 
about, we shall at best stand at 
the end of 1939 in the part-way po- 
sition “we occupied some 30 months 
before.” 


SENATOR LEWIS CONSIDERS 
RESIGNING AS PARTY WHIP 


He Has Several Legislative Meas- 
ures of His Own He Wants 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Sena- 
tor Lewis (Dem.) Illinois, said to- 
day he was considering resigning 
his post as Democratic whip of 
the Senate. 

Lewis said he had several legis- 
lative measures which he wished 
to push in the next session of 
Congress. He explained that as 
whip of the Senate he was pre- 
vented from attaching his name 
to any legislation because of the 
implied authority the whip wields 
in mustering support within party 
ranks, 

Lewis said Vice-President Garner 
had asked him to retain his post 
so that the official lineup of the 
Senate would not be disturbed in 
the next session. Because of Gar- 
ner’s request, Lewis said, he had 
made no final decision. * 
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the ports of Europe. Not only was 
the family prosperous, but also they 
had achieved the honors that are 
particularly prized in a society built 
on rank and hierarchy. 

Thomas Mann’s grandfather, a 
political liberal, was Consul to the 
Netherlands. His father, Johann 
Heinrich Mann, was a Senator of 
the Free City and twice its Mayor. 
He is remembered, one of Mann’s 
biographers records, as an elegant 
gentleman with literary interests 
quite outside the sphere of his busi- 
ness. He even went so far, it is 
said, as to read Zola, whose works 
were frowned on by the upper class. 
When he came to marry, he showed 
his independence by going outside 
his own circle and choosing a for- 
eigner, Julia da Silva-Bruhns, the 
daughter of a German planter at 
Rio de Janeiro and his Portuguese 
wife. 

Naturally the young Thomas 
growing up in Lubeck was expected 
to follow in the business tradition. 
It was a pleasant, well ordered ex- 
istence, 

“My five brothers and _ sisters, 
three boys and two girls,” Mann 
wrote in ‘Sketch of My Life,’” grew 
up in a spacious and dignified 
house, built by my father for him 
and. his. . . But the brightest 
hours of my youth were those sum- 
mer holidays .at Travemunde, on 
the Baltic Bay; with their morn- 
ings spent in bathing from the 
beach, their afternoons, almost as 
passionately loved, by the steps of 
the bandstand opposite the gardens 
of the hotel... .” 

From Counting House to Letters. 


The only really disagreeable ele- 
ment was school, in the stern Prus- 
sian fashion. Young Mann was not 
a good student. What is more, he 
was interested in writing, literature 
—enough ia itself to damn him. 
This interest continued after he 
Was graduated from the Lubeck 
gymnasium and went to live with 
his widowed mother in Munich. His 
earliest stories showed a strong 
originality and soon there were dis- 
coverers who encouraged Mann to 
become a writer, but he persisted 
for a brief time in a counting house, 
living up to the family tradition. 
His older brother, Heinrich, was in 
Rome preparing himself for a ca- 
reer as a painter and he persuaded 
Thomas to spend a winter with him. 

That was the turning point. He 
read avidly, he wrote short stories 
and finally he began to write “The 

Y was in 1898 
that Mann returned to Munich with 
the partly finished manuscript. Two 
years later when it was completed 
and published, a two-volume work 
by an unknown author, he was 25 
years old. Recognition did not come 
all at once, but from the beginning 
there were those who perceived that 
this vas a work of genius, and in 
the years that immediately followed 
critics realized it was a classic of 
German literature. Before the Nazi 
ban there were at least 200 print- 
dings of Mann's first novel. 

It is not surprising since it con- 
tains so much of German life over 
nearly 100 years. “The Budden- 
brooks” is the story of three genera- 
tions of a Lubeck merchant family, 
beginning with their eminence, 
their solid, seemingly impregnable 
well-being and going on to their 
tragic decline. It is full of the rich- 
ness of German living, the feasts 
and ceremonies, Christmases and 
birthdays, the strong sense of fam- 
ily ties. And in this setting there 
are dozens of people, done with the 
sure understanding that character- 
izes all of Mann's work, 

Fame, Reputation, Romance. 

Mann’s fame and reputation were 
assured with this first work. In 
the Pringsheim houséhold in Mu- 
nich, the center of musical and lit- 
erary interests, he had met Katja, 
the only daughter, and shortly after 
the publication of “The Budden- 
brooks” they were married. From 
then on until 1933 the life of the 
Mann family was an idyll of happi- 
ness and success, with every honor, 
both in Germany and in Europe, 
showered upon the author. 

Friends who knew him in those 
days say that he had more the look 
of a banker or a business man than 
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translated, as were the other works, 
into several lia es, came 
crowded years, : were lec- 
tures abroad, honorary degrees, the 
writing of short stories about post- 
war life, such as the ‘superb “Dis- 
order and Early Sorraw.” ‘The nov- 
elist was preparing’ himself for the 
Joseph saga, stud d traveling 
in Egypt and the-Near East. In 
1929 came the Nobel prize. Early 
in 1933 Hitler took-power. The 
Manns were traveling abroad, the 
author lecturing in various capitals. 
They never went back to Germany. 

The five and a half years that 
have intervened are. written on 
Mann’s face. It is no longer the 
face of a man who might be a 
successful banker. Lines are deeply 
etched, The eyes look out of shad-

Many Demands on His Time. 

Her task now is a difficult one, 
since Mann is torn between the 
world of fiction, of art, and the 
world of politics and affairs. There 
are numerous demands on his time 
and he feels a strong duty to re- 
spond whenever he may ‘be useful. 
But on the other hand; his pub- 
lisher, Alfred A. Knopf, and critics 
who have followed his work mdst 
closely fear that he will sacrifice 
his writing. They look forwaid 
above everything else to the com- 
pletion of the Joseph saga, belicv- 
ing that in a thousand years no one 
will know anything of present con- 
flicts while Mann’s work, or some 
of it at any rate, will live.

Stull Alive After 10 Years, He 
Now Plans to Market 
Instruments. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Dec. 24.—Ten years 
ago the doctors told R. S. Gilbert, 
an invalid, he was going to die 
soon, so he set about building an 
electrical organ to play at least 
“one tuneful, melodious piece” be- 
fore he left this world. 

The organ has been completed, 
Gilbert still is alive and now he 
hopes he lives until he can ¢com- 
plete arrangements to have the in- 
strument marketed on a one-in- 
every-home basis. 

It cost him $10 to build. Almost 
without money, he utilized second- 
hand material and constructed his 
own electrical switches and other 
apparatus. 

“If I had to die, I made up 
my mind to enjoy what life was 
left and I thought I could get the 
greatest happiness from organ 
music,” Gilbert says. 

“I couldn’t buy an organ and be- 
sides the only ones available then 
were pipe organs, which I didn’t 
have the strength to operate. — 

“So I decided to build an elec- 
trical one. The first one took me 
several years to complete’ and 
didn't operate satisfactorily. Then 
I built another. That is the one I 


play now. 

“Tt. has 89 reeds in it; oper- 
ates con a standard two-manual 
pipe organ arrangement with 122 
keys and 34 pedals. I have figured 
that 340,000,000 sound combinations 
are possible.” 

The doctors are still telling him 
he has only a few months to live 
but Gilbert does not believe them 
now.

IS HOME FROM SPAIN 


Denounces “Red” Inquiry His} 


Going Caused — Tells of 
Comrade’s Death. 


By the Associated Fress. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Dec. 4 — 
Kenneth Graeber, Kansas Univer- 
sity student who served with the 
Spanish loyalists, said tonight he 
thought the recent “Red” inquiry 
at Kansas University was “very 
silly.” 

“My going to Spain was a per- 
sonal matter and the university 


had nothing to do with it,” Grae- 
ber said at his mother’s home here. 
“The idea of saying we were influ- 
enced to go implies that we had 
the minds of children. The ideal I 
was fighting for was the defending 
of democracy. After all, I believe 
in democracy and that is all the 
fight is for over there, nothing 
more. No one urged me to go; it 
was my own idea. It wasn’t an easy 
matter to get permission, regard- 
less of the talk here that we were 
recruited.” 

Graeber, 24 years old, left here ip 
June, 1937, with Don Henry, 19, 
another student. Henry’s death in 
September of that year brought 
about an investigation by the Board 
of Regents of alleged “Red” activ- 
ity at the university. The board 
found there was some Communist 
sentiment at the school but no more 
than on most campuses. 

Contrasted Christmases. 

Graeber recalled that his last 
Christmas wasn't nearly so pleas- 
ant as this one. 

“There were a few celebrations, 
special food and that sort of thing,’ 
he said. “But the fighting didn’t 
let up just because it was Christ- 
mas.” 

The biggest tarill of the whole ad- 
venture, Graeber said, was crossing 
the Pyrenees into Spain after he 
and Henry had been sent from 
Paris with 25 other Americans. 

“The trip was made at night,” he 
said. “It took 14 hours, going up 
nearly every step of the way. Close 
watch was kept for border guards, 
and it was necessary to ford many 
mountain streams.” 

Both Graeber and Henry took ex- 
aminations for ambulance duty. 
Graeber was assigned to a post in 
less taan a month. 

Tells of Comrade’s Death. 

“Don passed, too, but for some 
reason the officials decided not to 
let him go. Perhaps they thought 
he was too young. But they gave 
him a more dangerous job as first 
aid man with tne medical corps. 
He had to go out on the battle- 
fields and bandage the wounded 
and summon the stretcher bear- 
ers. It was in the attack on Bel- 
chite in the Aragon Province that 
Don was wounded. His death came 
after he had been in actual war- 
fare only two months. He was 
shot in the chest with a rifle bul- 
let and buried near a hospital at

44 Pct. Less for Season Than 
Year Ago; Large Surplus ° 
Held by Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. — For 
eign trade experts of the Agricul- 
ture Department repofted today 
that this season’s fcreign purchases 
of American cotton—long this na- 
tion’s No. 1 farm export commodity 


—were the smallest in 20 years and 
41 per cent less than 4 year ago. 

Not since 1918, when the World 
War reduced Europe's consumption 
eof cotton, have exports been as 
low. 

Since the season began on Aug. 
1, foreign sales totaled 1,821,000 


do not expect—exports for the sea- 
son ending next August may not 
exceed 4,200,000 bales, compared 
with normal exports of about 6,- 
750,000 bales, 

Bigger Surplu. Indicated. 

Department officials said this de- 
crease was complicating an already 
acute cotton surplus situation. More 
than 11,000,000 of cotton for 
which there is no mar- 
ket have been put up by growers 
as collateral for Government loans. 

Officials estimated that by Aw 
gust the surplus might reach the 
15,000,000-bale mark. 

The question of what is to be 
done with this cotton, particularly 
that portion of tae surplus under 
, Government loan, is expected to get 
the attention of the new Congress. 

Foreign trade authorities attrib- 
uted the loss of markets to 4 gom- 
bination of economic and political 
factors. They said that Germany 
and Italy, once large buyers of 
American cotton, were turning to 
substitutes in their attempts to 
achieve self-sufficiency. 


American Cotton Higher.
